Soft rot is first seen as a slight

o f the inner 
rhizome 
tissues, leaving only 
the 
tough outer skin. 
Badly diseased plants diould be 
taken up and burned. Partly a f­ 
ter* cd plants should be lifted, in ­ 
fected portions ot the rhizome cut 
away. and the sound portion im ­ 
mersed in a I 1000 solution of cor­ 
rosive sublimate ‘mercuric chloride1. 
The treated portion then may be 
planted in clean soil. 
Complete control of the iris borer 
is necessary to keep soft rot reduced 
because rot organisms usually enter 
the plants through wounds made by 
the borer.
